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WHEREAS, the City of Jersey City (thereinafter referred to 
the ’’City") and the Jersey City Fire Officers Association, Local 
1064, IAFF (hereinafter kinow as "Local 1064) have concluded a 
sucessor collective negotiations agreement for Fire Captains and 
Fire Battalion Chiefs (hereinafter known as "Local 1064 Agreement") 
commencing January, 1988 and ending December 31, 1990? and y 
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WHEREAS, the parties of the Local 1064 Agreement have agreed 
that while Deputy Chief, Chief of Fire Prevention (hereinafter 
referred to "Deputy Chiefs") are not managerial excutives as 
defined by Chapter 303 of the Laws of 1968, that they shall nontheless 
be placed in a separate negotiations unit to avoid any possible 
conflict between the ranks of Fire Supervisor Officers; and 


WHEREAS, the Deputy Chiefs have formed, and the City has 
recognized, Local 1064B IAFF as the collective negotiations 
representatives for Deputy Fire Chiefs; now therefore Local 1064B, 
IAFF and the City do hereby agree as follows: 

1. With the exception of salaries, all of the terms and 
conditions of the Local 1064 Agreement (including 
service differentials and longevity payment where 
applicable) shall apply to Fire Deputy Chiefs until 
the expiration date of the Agreement, on December 
31, 1990. 

2. The Deputy Chiefs shall receive salaries in accordance 
with the following schedule:

4. Representatives of Local 1064B shall negotiate a 
successor collective negotiations agreement for 
Deputy Fire Chiefs in accordance with the schedule 
set forth in the Local 1064 Agreement.
